CANCER IN SEA LIFE 

Two scientists say they have 
found pollution induced cancer in 
clams, oysters, scallops and qua- 
ihauigs taken from Rhode Island 
and Massachusetts waters. Drs. 
Paul Yevich and Marcia Barcy 
of the National Marine Water 
uality Laboratory told sx recent 
meeting of the American Society 
of Limnology and Oceanography 
that they had found “hundreds” 
of such mollusks in polluted wa¬ 
ter. 

According to Drs. Yevich and 
Barry, the affected animals had 
overdeveloped and blackened kid¬ 
neys, cancer of the ovaries, un¬ 
derdeveloped sex organs and dy¬ 
ing skin. In explaining that he 
didn’t study the mechanism by 
which pollution induced the can¬ 
cel*, Dr. Yevich said, “How the 
pollution gave these animals the 
diseases and what the diseases 
mean, we haven’t the faintest 
idea.”

The sight of deer feeding 
in the mowings filled us with 
excitement. I’m itching to take 
out in pursuit of the wily, beau¬ 
tiful, beasts. 

A great many of us spend 
many hours building blinds and 
tree stands in likely spots hop¬ 
ing for a tolling shot at the un¬ 
suspecting deer. Then there is 
the leech... the great hunter 
who does no preparing or scout¬ 
ing. He is the fat head you find 
in your tree stand 3 in the after¬ 
noon when you arrive there for 
the evening hunt. He is the big 
bow hunter who stands back of 
a tree a short ways from your 
tree stand hoping to shoot at 
the deer that you are waiting 
for. His scent is spreading out 
all over the small orchard and a 
deer wouldn’t come within a mile 
of the apple (tree. Yes, instead 
of finding and preparing an area 
for himself, he figures to capital¬ 
ize on your sweat and painstak¬ 
ing efforts. It is surprising, hut 
more and more fat heads are 
taking up the bow and arrow 
and spoiling the hunt for the 
serious hunter.
